behind them that we saved the bridge. 

The enemy retreated by the Godsboro’ and 
Pikeville roads. Their force was about 6,000 men 
with twenty pieces of artillery, The result is, 
wo taken Kinston; captared eleven pieces of 
artillery ; taken 400 to 500 prisoners, and found 
a large amount of quartermacter.nnd commissary 
storés.

reached the first line, w wo found engaging 
the enemy, but somewhat in disorder. The regi. 
ment formed in line with the advance and opened 
fre the enemy. We remained ander fire 
for about thirty minutes. I tbeo suw that theen~- 
pm was retreating across the bridge, and were 
endeavuring to barn it.

We then vrossed the bridge, taking & number of 
prisoners behind their entrenchments. I advanced 
and formed line of tattle opposite to the cily and 
waited for orders. We sustaingd a loss in the 
woods of ninety killed and wounded, including 
two officers Killed. ooe Captain, one Lieutenant, 
and two Second Lieutenants, wounded, At the 
bridge we lost one First Lieutenant, killed, and 
one wounded severely; some six or eight rank 
and file wounded.
